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Brumfield’s 
closes doors 
on Saturday

Sometime Saturday after- 
noon a 69-year-old Pasca- 
goula institution will come to 
an end. 

When Lyle Klasky locks the 
doors to Brumfield’s de- 
partment store for the final 
time, it will mean the end of a 
shopping tradition’ that was 
handed down from genera- 
' tion to generation. 

‘A lot of families were 
raised in this store,’’ Klasky, 
store owner since 1975, said. 


“It won’t be the same ~ | 


without Brumfields,” said a 
customer who was looking 
through a stack of shirts 
marked down for sale this 
week. “I’ll miss it...and the 
people.” 

Brumfield’s, founded by 
J.W. “Joe” Brumfield in 1923, 
was once a thriving retail 
business with owvtlets in 
Biloxi, Gulfport, Moss Point 
and Fairhope, Ala. 

The attraction of the stores 
was not only what it offered in 
. clothing for men, women and 
children, but the store was 
like a family to the com- 
munity. Employees worked 
there for years. 

‘People who worked here 
were known to all the regular 
customers,’’ Klasky, who 
purchased Brumfield’s from 
Zales, said. ‘‘It was like a 
home place to come to when 
people wanted to buy 
something.” 

The average tenure of the 
25 employees on the final 
payroll is 23 years. Mrs. Jo 
Cherry is in her 40th year, 
Mrs. Min Miller in her 38th 
and Mrs. Lorene Farr in her 
36th. 

“This is the only job ive 
ever had,” said Mrs, Cherry, 
who started at the store as a 
cashier and rose to 
secretary-treasurer in 
charge of ‘‘everything.”’ 

“T’ll really feel lost not 
coming here every day,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Cherry said she’ll take 
a month off then look for a

The customer base of the Pascagoula store once 


was approximately 4,000. One customer in 
particular came to the store once a week for 55 
years and paid on his account whether he owed the 
store anything or not. 

‘‘He raised a family and his grand children 
buying here and he still comes in,’’ Klasky said. 

Klasky said he never felt the store was his or his 
employees. ‘‘We didn’t own the store. Our loyal 
customers owned it.”’ 

He said Brumfield’s was one of the last stores 
that gave personalized service like free alterations 
and free gift wrap. ‘‘You don’t get that anymore.”’ 

The downtown store on Delmas Avenue wasn’t a 
fancy building, but it served the customers well. 
There were departments for men, women, 
children, shoes, boy and girl scouts, housewears 
and linens and the working man. 

One feature that every customers will re- 
member is the low ceiling over the household 
wears department in the back. One patron said he 
measured his height as he was growing up by 
checking to see how close his head came to the 
ceiling. 

“One of my schoolmates was my age and his 
head touched the ceiling when he was 12 years old. 
I couldn’t wait until my head touched the ceiling. 
Then I knew I was 6-foot-3,’’ the patron said.

Several factors contributed to Klasky’s decision 
to close the store. He cited the expiring lease, his 
age (70) and the economy. 

In a sense, Brumfield’s became like the last 
dinosaur. It survived for years where other 
home-owned, family-oriented retail stores in 
downtown areas all across the nation became 
extinct as the population shifted to the suburbs, 
malls sprung up and chain stores opened. 

‘The downtown is like any other downtown in 
America,’’ Klasky, a native of Saskatchewan, 
said. ‘‘You go to Gulfport, Biloxi, Mobile, to name 
three, and you’ll see three ghosts downtown. There 
is nothing there in retail anymore.”’ 

Klasky said he never considered selling the store 

‘because he knew no one would buy it. ‘‘Nobody 
would want to buy a downtown business. There are 
no markets for it,’’ he said. 

i 

The original store opened by J.W. Brumfield 
contained approximately 3,000 to 4,000 square feet, 
but today’s complex covers about 30,000 square 
feet. The first floor alone takes in 20,000 square 
feet. Two mezzanines evenly divide another 6,000 
feet, while the second floor uses the remaining 
4,000 square feet. 

The store has expanded from its original loca- 
tion from a relatively narrow building in the 
middle of Delmas Avenue all the way to Canty 
Street, where store property runs back to Watts 
Avenue. A large customer parking lot behind the 
store is bordered by Canty Street and Watts 
Avenue. 

“It was really a men’s clothing store in the 
beginning,’’ recalls Thad Brumfield Sr., a brother 
to the late J.W. Brumfield. Mrs. Pearl Stout, a 


sister to Thad and J.W., had joined the store eight 
years before Thad did in 1937. 

After working in the store for several years, 
Thad and Pearl became partners with J.W. in the 
early 1940s. The Brumfield Corporation was 
formed in 1947. 

‘‘We took on a full line of soft goods and became 
a department store. We experienced some growth 
during World War II, but the biggest growth came 
after the war,”’ Thad said. 

Pearl and Thad were literally youngsters when 
they went to work for J.W. The years came and 
went and new stores were opened along the Gulf 
Coast. In 1952, Brumfield’s in Fairhope, Ala., was 
sold, but the Brumfield Corporation kept its stores 
in Pascagoula, Moss Point, Biloxi and Gulfport. 

‘All the stores but the original store in 
Pascagoula were liquidated at Joe’s death (Sept. 8, 
1958), so we could consolidate and expand the 


. Pascagoula store, and that’s what we did,”’ Thad 


said. 

Brumfield Corporation sold the Pascagoula 
store to Zale’s, Inc., on April 1, 1969, but Brum- 
field, Inc., retained the building and still owns it 
today. 

The Brumfield family, including Mrs. Stout and 
the family of J.W., his wife, Flossie, daughter, 
Judge Mary Brumfield Blackwell, and son, Henry 
Brumfield, were ‘‘saddened”’ to learn the store is 
closing, Thad said.

Klasky finished high school in Duluth, Minn., but 
he never had the opportunity to attend college. ‘‘It 
was during the depression. You didn’t have the 
money to go to college. You had to go to work,”’ he 
said. 


Klasky worked in the fur business in Minnesota 


for several years before serving’ a 6-year stint in 
the military. He worked in the fur business in 
Little Rock, Ark., from 1947 to ’56. He joined 
Dillard’s in ’56 and was one of the retail store’s 
original stock holders. 

He came to Pascagoula in 1969 and took over the 
operation of Brumfield’s, which had been 
purchased by Zales that year. He operated the 


: store for Zales until 1975, and then bought the store 


along with a store in Meridian named Marks- 
Rothenberg. 

When Singing River Mall in Gautier opened in 
1980, Brumfield’s was one of the first tenants. The 
store closed in ’88. 

Klasky opened the store in the mall because he 
felt the retail business in the county would shift to 
the mall. 

“After being there a year to 18 months, we found 
it wasn’t true. We kept both stores going until we 
couldn’t afford it any more,”’ he said. 

Klasky said he isn’t closing the store because it 
is going bankrupt. He said the store took Chapter 
11 in 1990, and was released by the court in April of 
this year.

Klasky is looking forward to retirement and 
raising sons Michael, 10, and Kevin, 8, whom he 
adopted after the tragic death of his daughien, 
Adrienne, a couple years ago. 

“It'll be a full-time job raising two small boys,”’ 
he said. His wife, Barbara, died in 1990. He has two 
older children, Paul, 46, who lives in Barcelona, 
Spain, and Sydney, 44, who lives in Houston. 

He said he’ll continue to be involved in com- 
munity activities. ‘‘There are some important 
projects that need to be addressed and need to be 
solved,’’ Klasky said.
